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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-9, 11-16, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. For claims 1 , 6, 7 and 16, the 
scope if these claims is unclear. Namely, the data storage system is not being 
positively claimed (i.e. appears in an intended useffor" statement), therefore, it is 
unclear how the drawer can be operatively associated there with. (A suggestion for the 
preamble being "A data cartridge exchange apparatus used in a data storage system, 
the data cartridge exchange apparatus, comprising...") 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 7-9 and 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Inoue. Inoue teaches a data cartridge exchange apparatus (Fig. 1 B) comprising: a 
drawer (20) having a first storage location (26-1) and a second storage location (26-2) 
moveable together (via drawer) and alone via selection means (4). The first storage 
location is in a first position and the second storage location is in a third position when 
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the drawer is closed and the first storage location is in a second position and the second 
storage location is in a fourth position when the drawer is open. The locations are 
separated when one is removed from the drawer. Also, each location is sized to receive 
a cartridge magazine and would inherently being accessible by a system operator when 
the drawer is in its open position and the locations are exposed and by a data storage 
system when the drawer is in its closed position and the locations are inside the system. 
When the drawer is partially opened, the second location would still be accessible by 
the data storage system and the first location could be removed from the drawer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 6 and 16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. (For 
claim 1, the allowable subject matter being the data storage system having a drawer 
which defines first and second configurations; the drawer containing first and second 
data cartridge locations which are movable between first, second, third and fourth 
positions, respectively, and are movable together and separately. For claim 6, the 
allowable subject matter being a data storage system with a drawer having first and 
second data cartridge storage locations; in their first and third positions, the first and 
second data cartridge locations are accessible by the data storage system and in their 
second and fourth positions, the first and second data cartridge locations are 
accessible by a system operator. The first storage location being movable 
independently from the second storage location between its first and second positions. 
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For claim 16, the allowable subject matter being a data storage system with a drawer 
having first and second data cartridge storage locations; in its first position, the first 
data cartridge location is accessible by the data storage system and in its second 
position, the first data cartridge location is accessible by a system operator. The first 
storage location being movable independently from the second storage location 
between its first and second positions and the second storage location is accessible by 
the data storage system when the first storage location is in its first and second 
positions. ) 

Claims 3-5, 19 and 20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.

Please note that the examiner's suggestion for the preambles of the independent 
claims was not (completely) utilized as stated in the arguments. See underlined portion 
of suggestion above. 

Also note that because of the changes made to claim 7 (i.e. taking out positional 
references of the first and second data cartridge storage locations when in a specific 
situation and adding a different limitation in its place) , the reference of Inoue can not 
only still be applied thereto, but applied in a way that encompassed more of the 
dependent claims.
